hours of work spent on the 
project. 

While home occupations are 
permitted, they are considerbly 
limited in scope. Additional 
employees and mechanical 
equipment, other than devices 
which ordinarily are found in 
homes, are prohibited, and ad¬ 
vertising signs are limited in 
size. These restrictions were 
written into the ordinance in 
an effort to comply with pub¬ 
lic demand that home voca¬ 
tions should not create noise 
or interference with neighbor¬ 
ing homes. 

The increase in zoning for 
multiple dwellings simmers 
down to a negligible 5% over 
the present R-3 (multiple dwel¬ 
ling) zones, but instead of- the 
“spotty” R-3 zoning which has 
been prevalent in the past, new 
construction of multiple units 
is restricted to areas which, 
generally speaking, surround 
the business district. The ordi¬ 
nance has no effect on build¬ 
ings which already exist. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jack Shearer, 
73 Esperanza, and A1 Myers, 
101 Esperanza, who said they 
represented all the property 
owners in their area, protested 
the “shelving” of residential 
property along Esperanza for a 
new street, saying that their 
property was rendered worth¬ 
less until such time, if ever, 
that construction was complet¬ 
ed. Plans for the street, run¬ 
ning from Baldwin to Hermosa 
between Sierra Madre Blvd. 
and Esperanza, have been con¬ 
templated for the past 10 years. 
Construction costs, to be as¬ 
sessed to the surrounding prop¬ 
erty owners, now would be ap¬ 
proximately $60,000. As a result 
of the protests, the project has 
been abandoned. 

The public's fears of rezon¬ 
ing were voiced last Thursday 
by Russell E. Tyree, 140 S. 
Hermosa, who was applauded 
by the audience when he 
asked, “Why turn Sierra Madre 
into a teeming metropolis?” 

Councilman Pratt replied that 
the rapid growth of Southern 
California is a situation beyond 
anyone’s control, but, he said, 
this city can accommodate 14,- 
000 persons without any addi¬ 
tions in multiple dwelling 
zones. K. Kalicka, who drafted 
the ordinance, and Councilman 
Pratt both cited the small 5% 
increase in R-3 zoning as an 
antidote to public anxiety. 
Many persons have felt that 
the ordinance would destroy 
the quiet, residential aspect of 
Sierra Madre. 

In the past non-conforming 
structures such as multiple 
units, and even offices or in¬ 
dustrial buidings, have marred 
single-family zones. The aim of 
the new law, according to 
members of the Planning Com¬ 
mission, is to correct this hap¬ 
hazard situation from now on. 

Realizing that rezoning of 
any kind hurts some property 
owners, Kalicka said, “If a

Bowing to public opinion, the 
Planning Commission last 
Thursday adopted a revised 
draft of the new zoning ordi¬ 
nance which maintains Sierra 
Madre primarily as a residen¬ 
tial city, provides for a limited 
continuance of home occupa¬ 
tions, and eliminates any 
plans,- as originally proposed, 
for building a new street be¬ 
tween Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
Esperanza. 

The City Hall again was 
filled to capacity for the zoning 
hearing, but the public, appar¬ 
ently, had become more recon¬ 
ciled to whatever changes were 
deemed necessary, and pro¬ 
tests were not as vehement as 
in the two previous meetings.

Refrigerator 
Engineers in 
Safety Drive 


The 80 members in the San 
Gabriel Valley chapter of the 
Refrigeration Service Engineers 
are conducting a campaign 
this week through June 19 that 
will cost nothing to anyone but 
may save the lives of children 
who are small enough to climb 
into abandoned ice boxes. 

Because there are more than 
50 million ice boxes, refriger¬ 
ators, and other such airtight 
cabinets in use today, and be¬ 
cause they are being discarded 
at the rate of approximately 
two to three millions each 
year, the engineers are offer¬ 
ing their services free of charge 
to render abandoned, or idle, 
refrigerators harmless to chil¬ 
dren— without damaging the 
owner’s property unless he 
wishes the cabinet destroyed. 

At least 100 children have 
been known to suffocate in un¬ 
used refrigerators and storage 
cabinets within the last five 
years. Now that schools are 
closing for the summer the re¬ 
frigerator engineers believe this 
danger is especially acute.

But after conferences 
with the Chaplains of the 
House and the Senate, the Min¬ 
ister of the Washington Hebrew 
Congregation and the Assist¬ 
ant Chancellor of the Catholic 
Archdiocese of Washington, a 
design was decided upon. 

The Studios then swung into 
action, working long hours and 
under pressure. Details of con¬ 
struction, size and suitability 
had to be worked out.

A boy educated as grandpa 
was, or as the average boy was 
50 years ago, would be lost 
and bewildered in the modern 
world. In our last three wars 
American boys have shown 
that they have far more savvy 
of the mechanisms and meth¬ 
ods of modern existence—and 
all that is education.

His use of 
flesh tones and gay colors de¬ 
picting Paris scenes at the turn 
of the century set his paintings 
apart from his contemporaries 
through the period in which he 
worked. 

The Frenchman’s career end¬ 
ed with his death in 1919. Near 
the end he manacled his wrists 
with special braces to assist 
his crippled hands in produc¬ 
ing many of his paintings. 

The Los Angeles show will 
mark the first time a full Ren¬ 
oir exhibit has been assem¬ 
bled under one roof and is truly 
a history-making event for the 
Southland. 

Due to the expense in bring¬ 
ing the Renoir exhibit to Los 
Angeles from famous museums 
and private collectors in Eu¬ 
rope and the United States, a 
special admission charge of 50 
cents for adults and 25 cents 
for children is being made to 
help defray the costs.

made arrangements for it to 
be flown here. The window is 
now in place and is the central 
feature of the meditation room. 

The entire color scheme, 
lighting and furnishings are in 
keeping with the intent of the 
room, the only symbolism, oth¬ 
er than the nation’s flag and 
a large Bible, being contained 
in the stained glass window. 

The designers and craftsmen 
of the Judson Studio donated 
their services with their 
thought in fabricating the win¬ 
dow to “give it as a thank- 
offering to this country and to 
dedicate it to those men who 
have in the past sought God’s 
guidance and to those who 
presently determine the destiny 
of this nation by the inspira¬ 
tion of their decisions.” 

In the center medallion, on 
a background of carefully se¬ 
lected ruby glass from Eng¬ 
land, France and Germany, is 
the kneeling figure of George 
Washington, representing the 
people of the United States, in 
fervent prayer. Etched behind 
the figure are the words of 
the 1st verse of the 16th Psalm, 
“Preserve me, O God, for in 
Thee do I put my trust,” The 
main body of the window is 
composed of glass made in 
West Virginia and Indiana. 

The upper medallion repre¬ 
sents the reverse side of the 
great Seal of the United States 
on which appear the phrases 
“Annuit Coeptis” (God has fa¬ 
vored our undertakings) and 
“Novus Ordo Seclorum” (a new 
order of the ages is born); the 
obverse side of the Seal is rep¬ 
resented in the lower medal¬ 
lion. Immediately below the 
upper medallion is the inscrip¬ 
tion “This Nation Under God.” 

In the background are shown 
13 stars and the names of the 
original states. The border has 
been formed of a laurel wreath 
with the names of the other 
states of the Union. Space has 
been left for one more state. 
Others can be added by cutting 
across the laurel border and in¬ 
serting a nameplate. 

In the two corners are shown 
a book and a candle, repre¬ 
senting the Holy Scriptures 
and the quotation of the 105th 
verse of the 119th Psalm, “Thy

THE MANIA FOR SPEED 
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Two UCLA research men, J. H. Mathewson and D. M. Slavery, 
seeking ways and means to cut down traffic deaths, have 
recently completed a report for the National Safety Congress. 
Their recommendation, which they estimate would take five 
years to effect, is basic redesign of the American auto to make 
it safer. 

Changes suggested are: Engine mounts to keep a motor from 
being shoved back into the front seat in a crash. Steering column 
that won't spear the driver. Longer hoods to keep passengers as 
far from impact as possible. Head supports so that a blow at the 
rear of the car won't cause head and neck injuries. Safety belts, 
preferably to attach around the shoulders. 

Every one of those proposed devices, by their nature, are 
designed to lessen the effect of crashes at high speed. They 
should save some lives—but it is difficult to imagine all of them 
put together meaning much when cars collide head-on at 70 
miles an hour or leave a highway out of control to become 
twisted junk against a tree trunk. 

From another angle of attacking the speed problem—center¬ 
ing on the habitual offender at the wheel—a report also was 
made by Commissioner B. R. Caldwell of the California Highway 
Patrol. During September, a record number of speeders, 19,001 
in all, were arrested by the highway patrol, and traffic deaths 
decreased as the number of speeding tags increased. September 
fatalities numbered 168—a notable drop from August's 211 !

After years of hybridizing 
the petunia, nurserymen and 
growers have developed advan¬ 
tages of great form and color 
variety to add to the establish¬ 
ed advantages of the petunia— 
its drouth resistance, love of 
sun and ability to get along 
on a minimum of fertilizer. 

You can begin gardening 
with petunias now by sowing 
seeds and transplanting them 
when they are large enough or 
beginning right off with seed- 
ings available at nurseries. If 
you work with petunia seeds 
mix them with fine sand and 
sprinkle them over the surface 
of a soil mix in pans or flats, 
cover with a glass and keep 
warm. Make sure the flat or 
pan has good drainage and to 
water immerse the container 
in a water-filled pan. When 
the top of the soil is moist, 
remove. This one watering 
may be enough for the germi¬ 
nation—but if it isn’t try to 
avoid watering from overhead 
since the seeds are easily dis¬ 
lodged this way. 

Once petunia seedlings are 
large enough and the frost 
period is over you may set 
them out in your garden and 
lawn borders ... or in pots 
and containers, too. Plant in 
loose, porous soil in a sunny 
area. Water occasionally—a 
deep thorough watering. Set 
the plants nine inches to a foot 
apart. Container-grown pe¬ 
tunias require careful watering 
and regular light fertilizing for 
abundant blooms. 

New for 1955 in the petunia 
family are the Crown Jewels 
which can be obtained as a 
blend of five distinct colors or 
separately, too. Other new va¬ 
rieties are Flame, orange scar¬ 
let, fringed in form and very 
free flowering, and White 
Mount, a white fringed variety 
that grows in a mound shape. 

Among the new hybrid petu¬ 
nias are Comanche and Tango, 
singel reds; Ballerina, a single 
salmon; Crusader, pink and 
white; and Silver Metal, sal¬ 
mon pink. 

Other varieties of the petunia 
come in dwarf form and giant 
single which are smooth edged 
and deeply lobed. Also, there 
are giant ruffled forms—in a 
wide range of colors, ruffled 
and fluted often—and doubles 
—carnation-like in form in 
pinks, purples and white.
